Bears  Open  Season  With  New  Secondary

Coach  Hanley  Painter  has  delved  deep 
into  his  bag  of  tricks  to  produce  seven 
starters  for  the  1963  football  season,  but 
the  prospect  of  a  ninth  straight  conference 
championship  for  Lenoir  Rhyne  is  question- 
able. 

The  losses  from  last  season's  champion- 
ship team  are  tremendous,  and  it  is  evident 
that  Painter  has  a  chore  of  rebuilding  the 
Bear  squad.  With  the  toughest  schedule 
in  the  school's  history  on  tap,  the  Bears 
could  be  in  for  a  rough  season. 

The  Bears  open  the  season  on  College 
Field  Sept.  21  against  Wofford  and  move  to 
Clinton,  S.  C.  to  battle  Presbyterian  before 
returning  home  for  a  homecoming  clash 
against    Newberry,    October   5. 

Then  the  Bears  run  head  on  into  tough 
Carolinas  Conference  comuetition  with  Ap- 
palachian, Guilford,  and  Western  Carolina. 
Wittenberg  and  East  Carolina  will  then 
spice  the  Bears  non-conference  weekends 
before  rounding-out  the  year  with  Elon 
and  Catawba. 

Only  four  of  last  season's  starters  have 
returned — end  Jerry  Kandzer,  guard  Eric 
White,  center  Howard  Barnhardt,  and 
blocking  back  Mike  Pope.  In  all,  eighteen 
lettermen  have  returned,  but  the  majority 
of  the  squad  has  not  had  the  needed  exper- 
ience in  the  single  wing. 

The  backfield,  for  the  first  time  in  many 
years,  is  the  major  problem  for  Painter. 
All-Americans  Richard  Kemp  and  Odell 
White  are  missing  from  the  line-up,  as  well 
as  speed  merchant  Joe  Rhyne.  Pope  will 
handle  the  signal  calling  with  an  assist  from

Bob  Montgomery,  but  the  fullback,  tailback, 
and  wingback  positions  are  a  bit  shaky. 

Sophomores  John  Hinkle  and  Henry 
Graham  are  seeing  action  at  fullback,  as 
well  as  Canadian  import  Eric  Vivian.  How- 
ever, neither  of  the  three  have  experience. 
Lettermen  Jack  Denton  and  Jim  Quails  are 
seeing  action  at  tailback  as  well  as  fresh- 
man holdover  Craig  Wardlaw. 

Junior  Tom  Brown  has  moved  to  the 
wingback  spot  and  is  the  number  one  man 
even  though  he  was  without  experience  at 
this  position.  Brennan  Elliott  and  Winston 
Wine  are  giving  the  needed  depth. 

The  interior  line  is  perhaps  the  Bears 
biggest  asset  despite  the  loss  of  ail-Amer- 
ican Jim  Edmiston  and  tackles  John  Plexico 
and  Pat  Odom.  Ronald  Buick,  Andre  Cor- 
rell,  Sam  Fowler,  and  Marion  Kirby  are 
lettermen  back  at  the  tackle  post,  while 
Richard  Bohart,  Larry  Lineberry,  Robert 
Shore  and  White  are  back  at  the  guards. 

The  center  position  is  also  one  of  the 
Bears  strong  points  with  Barnhardt  handling 
the  starting  duties.  Barnhardt  was  named 
all -conference  and  all-district  last  season 
and  will  be  the  Bears  only  genuine  all- 
American  prospect  this  year. 

Again  the  ends  are  a  big  worry  for 
Painter  with  only  Jerry  Kandzer  back  with 
offensive  experience.  However,  sophomore 
Johnny  Moehlmann  and  Bill  Touretellot  are 
seeing  action. 

Painter  has  several  promising  freshman 
prospects  in  the  Lenoir  Rhyne  camp  and 
with  the  needed  training  in  the  tricky  single 
wing,  several  of  the  rookies  will  see  action 
early  this  season.
